I expect 
Blount, Bogie, and Garvy to oppose it, but 
if the whole board or a majority of it does 60 
I shall be surprised, As to the case being 
tried before Judge Tuthill, who every one 
knows is opposed to the race track, Mr.Blount 
forgets that a change of venue can be taken. 

Edward T. Noonan, attorney of the board, 
said: ‘Ihave elways considered that Gar- 
field Park club suit as dead.

The officials of the Garfield Park Racing As- 
sociation to all appearances have no doubt 
the license will be granted. They are going 
ahead with the preparations and profess to 
be sure of getting wuat they want. George 
V. Hankins said last night: If Mayor Hop- 
kins should give us a license to race for thirty 
days and then have the track dismantled and 
the streets run through, as proposed, he would 
be an exceedingly popular man.” 

The Mayor said to the West Side citizens: 
Lam not opposed to racing associations or 
horse races lawfully conducted. But, if they 
are illegal, I shall stop them and it will not 
be necessary for any one to ask me to do so, 
I will do it and do it completely. Judge Col- 
lins does not pretend to say there is any law 
under which the races may be conducted by 
this association. In fact, be admitted to me 
that in his opinion a petition for a mandamus 
to compel the city to grant a license would 
have no standing in court.“ 

The West-Siders therefore have the Mayor’s 
word that he will not allow the track to be 
operated without legal foundation, and his 
admission that not even the attorney for the 
racing association believes there is any law 
under which the racing cluv can compel the 
granting ofa license. They asked no more, 
but wentaway satisfied their visit had-not 
been in vain, 

Mayor in No Harry. 


After the delegation had gone the Mayor 
said: As I understand these people who 
called today they are not so much opposed to 
race tracks as they are to the people who man- 
age the Garfield track and the people who 
visit the place and the way they conduct 
themselves going and coming. I do not think 
I need be in a hurry about deciding the mat- 


ter, as the Garfield people do not want to 


open it until May 19. There seems to be a

Woods Talks Out Plainly.

They em- 
body the sentiment of your piedges for good 
government.

Briefly he ran over the history of the racing 
meetings which have been held within the 
inclosure within the last few years. He told 
of the suicides which had been caused by ill 
luck of men at the races; of embezzlements 
resulting from the losses of clerks and their 
desire to get back one day what they had lost 
the preceding one, and of the final disgraceful 
end; of homes wrecked by the insatiable de- 
sire of men to wager on the races there; of 
the disgraceful scenes that were daily enacted 
on the street-cars, and of how he himself had 
been forced one day to stop a car that ladies 
might alight because of the indecent language 
used by men and women on their way to the 
races; of furniture sold, and heartbroken 
mothers and wives all over the West Side that 
might be traced to this park. 


No pla of man or woman would prevent 


this association from working its way into 
West Side homes,” he said.

We be- 
lieve you will do your duty when you know 
the facts. This is not a question of property 
values. We come to protect our families and 
our homes against the thieving hounds which 
have infested the West Side for the last few 
years.

Honest 
people will be induced to do things they 
ought not. Weintend to obey the law, but 
there are other honest citizens who may go 
beyond the law. At any rate litigation may 
be piled up which would be extremely embar- 
rassing to this administration.“ 

Mr. Shoemaker informed the Mayor that 
such evidence as had been given could be 
duplicated by nearly every gentleman in the 
room. 

The Mayor Replies. 


“TI simply desire to say,“ said Mayor Hop- 
kins, that all I know of Garfield Park has 
been told me by ex-Judge Collins, who is act- 
ing as attorney for the corporation. He wait- 
ed upon me several days ago and asked for a 
permit fora thirty days’ meeting from May 
19 to June 20. He said the corporation had 
secured another site just outside the city lim- 
its and just beyond Garfield Park; that he 
was willing to give a bond by responsible cit- 
izens to remove the sheds, stables, grand 
atand, and fences within thirty days after the 
expiration of the license, if such license were 
given, but, if it were not, the stables would be 
used after the removal had been made. I 
have never heard from Mr. Tree regarding the 
matter, I want to say that I am not op- 
posed to race tracks, and that I am not 
averse to horse racing if legally carried on, 
When the law says itis illegal I will stop 
it without being asked to do so. I did not 
know Garfield Park was so bad as painted. 
I think when I do make my decision the 
people will be satisfied. Ex-Judge Collins 
did not pretend he had any law on his side;

It Prevents Light Being Shed on Nefari- 
eus Jobbery—Secretary Herbert in an 
Unenviable Position=Cleveland’s Course 
in Reducing the Carnegie Fines Again 
Subject to Criticlsm=—Germany Not to 
Be Conceded a Protectorate Over Samoa 
j=Patent Law Changes. : 


Wasutneron, D. C., April 16,—[Special. |— 
If President Cleveland had not taken such a 
liking to Andrew Carnegie Secretary Herbert 
would have been saved a good deal of trouble. 
The Secretary of the Navy assessed a fine 
against the Carnegie firm which was to some 
extent commensurate with the armor plate 
frauds, The President, after an interview 
with Mr. Carnegie, cut the fine down out of 
an unusual and extraordinary solicitude not 
to be thought capable of doing an injustice, 
About that time Mr. Carnegie came out in 
his letter supporting the Wilson bill, but that, 
of course, was a mere coincidence. : 

The administration influence has so far 
been strong enough to keep the Naval eom- 
mittee of the House from demanding a thor- 
ough investigation into the whole business. 
Its influence may continue strong, but every 
fresh development increases the discomfort 
of the Navy Department. Naval officers them- 
selves believe that the light ought to be turned 
on. Secretary Herbert is at great pains to 
show that the recent developments in Pitts- 
burg contain nothing new and that the prom- 
ised information has already been discounted. 
This may be true, but the public will be more 
ready to believe it if the administration had 
not shown such unusual tenderness for Car- 
negie and his firm. The armor plate frauds 
area national scandal and no good can come 
from trying to cover them up. 

Lawyer Wailace, who claims to have fresh 
developments from a hew set of informing 
workmen, is here at one ef the hotels. He 
did not see Secretary Hebert today. It is 
said that there is nothing new in the informa- 
tion which Wallace has to offer. The Secre- 
tary has had some correspondence with Wal- 
lace, and the Pittsburg lawyer was informed 
by letter that there was no intention of re- 
opening the case by the Navy Department 
unless new evidence was presented. It is as- 
serted that Lawyer Waliace’s workmen tried 
to sell their knowledge to H. C. Frick of Car- 
negie & Co., and failing in that turned to the 
government, 

The statement put out by the Navy Depart- 
ment, that there is nothing new in any of the 
recent developments, only brings out in a 
stronger light than ever the extraordinary 
course of President Cleveland. If all the in- 
formation was in possession of the depart- 
ment, and this seems to have been the case 
from the report made up by Capt. Sampson, 
it was a remarkable thing for the President 
to fix an arbitrary time at which the fine im- 
posed on the Carnegie firm should begin and 
end, The navy officials are very sensitive 
over the criticisms of the department, and 
they point to the report of Capt. Sampson as 
their vindication. if the President chose to 
ignore the facts in that report and to reverse 
and recommendations of the Secretary him- 
self, itis mot for them to criticise their su 
periors. 


INFORM ERS SAID TO BE IN ERROR. 


Armor-Plate Frauds. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 16.—Although it 
is stated that there is new evidence concern- 
ing armor-plate frauds not touched upon in 
the former investigation, there is very good 
ground for the belief that the informers are 
in error upon this point, and that as a matter 
of fact these new charges are likely to amount 
to very little. It is assumed that they may 
have information of defects in plates that 
were not specifically described by the first 
informers, and it is for this information they 
wish to be remunerated, But the weakness of 
their case lies in the fact that all such infor- 
mation has already been discounted by the 
Navy Department. | 

The expianation made of this matter is as 
follows: When Secretary Herbert charged 
Cant. Sampson, the Chief of Ordnance,.to 
make the first investigation, his board, with 
the purpose of making it thorough, went 
back to the beginning of the plate-making, 
and so covered the period from the summer 
of 1892 down to last autumn, when the mode 
of procedure at the mills was so changed as 
to make further fraudulent practices im possi- 
ble. In making up the report Capt. Sampson 
did not stop at the plates which were shown 
clearly to have been defective. He 
went much further, and, notwithstand- 
ing the protests of the company’s agents, he 
fixed the penalties and assessed damages upon 
the assumption that every lot of piates made 
during the period covered by the investigation 
contained the same percentage of defects. 

So, if the evidence collected by Attorney 
Waliace and ex-Burgess McCluckie of Home- 
stead, relates to uny plates made since the 
summer of 1892—and that is practically all 
of the plate—it would simply confirm the de- 
partment’s assumption. No furcher penalties 
could be assessed, for already these plates 
have been penalized and the informers could 
receive no monetary consideration. 


CHANGES IN THK PATENT LAWS, 


Provisions of the Bill as Perfected by the 
House Subcom mittee. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 16.—The bill 
amending the patent laws soon to be reported 
contains provisions for the protection of inno- 
cent purchasers of patents and limits to one 
year thé time within which applications for 
patents on articles already patented abroad 
must be made in this country. The section 
for the protection of innocent purchasers of 
patents provides that whenever a patent is al- 
leged to be infringed the patentee shall seek 
his remedy by bringing suit, in the first in- 
stance, against the manufacturer or vendor of 
the article alleged to infringe such patent. It 
is provided that in no case shall an action be 
maintained against any individual who shall 
have purchased, in good faith, a 
patented article of a regular dealer 
in the open market for his own 
use,or who shall imnocently use the same 
until after such patent has been sustained by 
a decree of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
nor unless such innocent purchaser shall fail 
or refuse to give to the patentee or his repre- 
sentative, at his request, the name and resi- 
dende, if known to such purchaser, of the 
party from whom he purchased such patented 
article. When any suit is maintained against 
such innocent purchaser or user of such 
patented article the plaintiff's remedy shall 
be limited toan injunction and the plaintiff 
shall pay ali costs. This exemption from 
liability of an innocent purchaser or user of a 
patented article shail not apply to any corpo- 
ration, firm, or company, or to any person as 
to any patented machine or process made or 
used by them for the manufacture of an 
article or product for sale. An important 
amendment carried by the bill reduces from 
two years to six months the time in which all 
applications for patents filed shall be com- 
pleted and prepared for examination. 

The bill provides that damages for infringe- 
ment and in addition thereto the total profit 
the defendunt derived from the unlawful use 
of the patented invention shall be paid 
In such case when 
the verdict is for the plaintiff the 2 
order judgment for any sum not ex ing 
three times the amount of such verdict or for 
any sum not exceeding $250 without regard 
to the amount of the verdict. The plaintiff 
shall also be entitled to recover costs. This 
provision shall not apply to any action 
brought against the innocent purchaser of a 
patented article.

Chicago Customs Cases Decided. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—Justice White 
today delivered his first decision on the Supreme 
Court bench in a couple of customs cases from 
Chicago. They were appeals on error from 
the Circuit Court for the Northern 
District of Illinois, by Collectors Seeberger and 
Spalding, against Daniel Castro, who had s- 
cured a decision against them for a wrong classi- 
fication of tobacco for assessment of duties. The 
decision of the lower court was affirmed. 


SIGNS OF EAST-BOUND RATE CUTTING. 


Small Roads Get the Large Part of the 
Freigh!=—Katilroad News, 


Although east-bound freight shipments by 
all-rail lines from Chicago last week de- 
creased about 22,000 tons, yet, considering 
the fact that the rates were to have been re- 
stored April 2 and all accumulated freight 
secured at the cut rates should have been dis- 
posed of more than a week ago, the railroads 
have good reason to be satisfied witha total 
through tonhage of 50,547 tons. It is quite 
evident that some of the east-bound roads are 
still taking freight at the cut rates, as the so- 
called weak lines managed last week to carry 
the bulk of the business. The Wabash, for 
instance, took 20.7 per cent of the through 
and the Pan Handle 18.6 per cent, while the 
Lake Shore took only 5.4 per cent and the 
Fort Wapne 8 percent. It is not likely that 
the strong lines will be content with so small 
a proportion of the through business long. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicugo through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association lines for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to 60,547 tons, 
against 72.638 tons for the week previous, 
and 38,788 tons for the corresponding period 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
5.589 tons, against 6,146 tons last year; 
grain, 35,986 tons, against 27,928 tons; 
provisions, 9,022 tons, against 4,714 tons. 
The percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: 

Baltimore and Ohio, 6.4; Big Four, 1.6; Chi- 
cago and Erie, 4.5; Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
13; Lake Shore, 5.4; Michigan Central, 13.5;

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, coal, and iron, from Chica- 
go to through and local points in the East by 
the various east- bound toads during the last 
week amounted to 82,938 tons, against 91.

The real opening of navigation, how- 
ever, only commenced yesterday, as many of 
the vessels in this harbor loaded with grain did 
not care to take the risk from storms and ice, 
Consequently a larger iake tonnage may be 
looked for next week, Yet owing to the low 
rates made by the all-rail lines it is not prob- 
abie that the lake lines will do near as large 
a business as they did last year. 


Canadian Immigrant Commission. 

The Canadian Pacific, the Grand Trunk, and 
the “Soo Line“ have reached an agreement as to 
the rate of commission they will pay to immi- 
grant agents, general agents, and steamship com- 
panies on business coming into Canadian ports 
and Boston, destined for the West. The agree- 
ment provides that on and after April 20 they 
will not pay more than $1.30 for each passenger 
from any of those ports to Chicago. This $1.30 
rate is to be added to the rate now paid from 
Chicago to St. Paul and points common there- 
with. The result of the agreement will be to re- 
duce the rate of commissions on, immigrant 
business from $6 to $3.80. Steamship and immi- 
grant agents who fail to comply with the above 
agreement will forfeit their commission. 


An Important Test Case.

MINNESOTA’S CHEESE LAW STRINGENT. 


Chicago Dealers Understand This and Lit- 
tle Filled Prodact Is Shipped. 

South Water street cheese merchants were 
not inclined to make much of the fact that 
the Minnesota Dairy Commissioner ordered a 
quantity of filled cheese returned from St. 
Paul to Chicago. Few dealers here ship that 
variety of cheese to Minnesota as they clearly 
understand that the law of that State renders 
these goods liable to seizure. The lot recent- 
ly taken was not a large one and its return 
will in no way affect the market. However, 
South Water street dealers are loud 
their protests against the Minnesota 
law which renders filled cheese liable to 
seizure, while butterine is not discriminated 
against inasimilar way. Although this de. 
scription of cheese is com largely of 
cotton-seed oil and neutral, leaders in the 
trade claim that it is in no way unwholesome 
or unhealthful. It sells at relatively low fig. 
ures, and is said to be more palat dle and 
wholesome than cheese made of skimmed 
milk commanding the same prices. Parliament 
& Espert say there must be some mistake in 
the report that the cheese seized oo eee 
sioner Anderson is to be shipped back, for, 
under the law of Minnesota, e thus 
seized and confiscated must be taken out and 
burned.

British Budget Presented in the House of 


Commons<Providing for a Deficit, 


Loxpox. April 16.—The budget provides for 
an increase of one penny in the pound in the 
income tax as presented in the House of 
Commons by Sir William Harcourt today. 
Sir William estimated the total expenditures at 
£95,453,000 ($475,000,000 ) and the revenue 
at 490.956.000. He said that the deficit of 
about 44.500.000 ($22,000,000) would not 


be met by borrowing nor by abandoning the 


fixed reductions of the national debt. [Loud 
ministerial cheers.] The extra one penny in 
the pound on the income tax would yieid 
about 41,780,000 ($9,000,000). He, 
however, intended to raise the limit 
of exemption from 4120 to 4160, 
and; also to relieve

yearly loss of £1,450,000, reducing the net 
gain on the extra penny inthe pound on the 
income tax to £330,000 (81.600.000).

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FIRE NEAR THE COBURG PALACE. 


Blaze in a Hotel Interrupts Preparations 
for the Royal Wedding. 

Cosure, April 16.—In the midst of the 
preparations for the Hesse-Coburg wedding 
today fire broke out in the Hotel Bellevue on 
the Schloss Platz, almost next door to the 
palace. Thousands of people from adjoining 
cities, large crowds of foreign visitors, and 
the main portion of the population of Coburg 
turned out to see the fire, as it was at first re- 
ported the palace was in flames. Among the 
spectators were the Duke of Saxe-Coburg (the 
Duke of Edinburg) and many of the minor 
members of royal families who have already 
arrived here. Fora time the greatest excite. 
ment prevailed in the ducal palace as the 
flames were swept in that direetion and threat- 
ened to set fire to it. While the Palace square 
was filled with smoke and crowded with peo- 
ple, soldiers, and firemen, the Czarowitz ar- 
rived and was driven to the palace amid the 
cheers of all present. The fire burned nearly 
two hours. 


DEMANDS EXTRAURDINARY POWERS. 


Sig. Crispi Explains That Italian Public 
Service Makes the Course Neces<ary. 

Rome, April 16.—Sig. Crispi today ex- 
plained to the Chamber of Deputies, sitting 
as a Coinmittee of the Whole, his demand for 
extraordinary powers. He said his sole ob- 
ject in asking for such powers was to sim- 
plify public service and effect retrenchments 
in the expenditures. He asked that a con- 
sulting committee be appointed to assist him, 
but he insisted that this committee should not 
have the power to vote on any of the ques- 
tions that might be brought before it. The 
Prime Minister declared he would not ar- 
rogate to himself the right to modify tuxa- 
tion. He further said he would not hamper 
the administration of the civil or criminal 
law, nor would he interfere with the electoral 
system. He conc.uded by stating that he had 
no idea of dissolving the Chamber of Dep- 
ut ies. 


JESUITS MAY RETURN TO GERMANY. 


Reichstag Adopts the Motion to Repeal 
the Laws That Exiled Them. 

Bantam, April 16,—The Reichstag today, by 
a vote of 168 to 145, definitely adopted the 
motion to repeal the anti-Jesuit laws, which 
prevented the return of the Jesuits to Ger- 
many. In the course of the debate Count 
von Hompesch, Centrist, declared the return 
of the Jesuits would not disturb religious 
peace, and the leaders of the Radicals, Peo- 
ple’s party, Socialists, Farmers’ Alliance, Al- 
satians, and Poles spoke in favor of the mo- 
tion. On the other hand, the National Liber- 
als, Imperialists, the members of the Radical 
Union, and the Conservatives opposed the

DEATH OF FAMOUS WALL STREET MAN 


Barkley Carted Millions in Gold 
and Silver Yearly.

Barkley died here today. He had been the 
recognized handler of gold and silver coin 
and bullion received at and shipped from this 
center, and during his career he had in 
his safekeeping thousands of millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of the precious metals.

His figure was one of the most familiar upon 
the streets down-town devoted to banking in- 
stitutions.

She 
read a long passage from it to show how the 
criminals of Great Britain were assisted to 
emigrate to America, The laboring peopie 
had come to feel that wealth was unequaily 
distributed. The result was strikes, drink, 
hatred, and misery. Capital should consent 
to arbitration, and if it did not 
the under dog would get on top. 
She gave it as her opinion that no immigrant 
over 14 years old should be allowed to land 
unless he could read and write. Even then he 
should bring a record of his past life, certified 
by coasular inspection. She said there was 
hardly a decent road in this country. The 
contract labor law was an absurdity. She 
had visited Ellis Island and seen its workings. 

Miss Field advocated the creation of two 
new Cabinet officers, Labor and Health. The 
sweat-shops of Chicago, she said, were worse 
than African slavery before the war, and they 
spread diphtheria and scarlet-fever through 
the city. The Jews were never paupers or 
criminals. Chauncey Depew favored her 
scheme of a cordon of labor bureaus across 
the country, except that he thought it should 
be done by private charity. 

It was a pity to see Coxey’s army marching 
in exactiy the wrong direction. Congress 
ought to undertake great pubiic works in 
these hard times to give work to the poor. 
The whole government at Washington was 
living in rented apartments. 

Miss Field advocated the golden rule, 
which, she said, would putan end to all sor- 
row. Shen then drewa lurid picture of the 
sweat-shops and tenement houses of New York 
City. She advocated woman suffrage and 
said it Was an insult to womaa to deny her 
the franchise when it was given to ignorant 
negroes, She was also in favor of dress-re- 
form. Women ought to wear American made 
fabrics. The gown she had on, though made 
by Worth, was made of American fabrics. Her 
motto, she said, was America for Ameri- 
cans.’

Lieut. James A. Maney of the Fifteenth 


United States Infantry was put on trial yester- 
day before Judge Grosseup in the United 


States Circuit Court for the alleged murder of 


Capt. Alfred Hedberg of the same regiment 
at Fort Sheridan Oct. 80, 1893, The entire 
afternoon was used in securing a jury. This 


was accomplished at 5 o'clock, when court 
adjourned until 10 o’¢lock this morning. The 
twelve men, selected from a panel of fifty 
drawn from the Northern District of Illinois, 
are:

Maney appears 
cheerful und unconcerned and spent much of 
his time yesterday twirling his mustaclie like 
any disinterested observer. He has nothing 
to say to any one. 
Maney Pleads Not Guilty. : 

The court-room was crowded during the 
day, several women being present and quite 
anumber of soldiers from Fort Sheridan. 
The trial had been set for 10 o’clock, but 
many jurors were unable to be present then 
and an adjournment was taken until 2 

o'clock. At that time a motion to quash the 
2 on the ground of inefficiency was 
made by Mr. Forrest and promptly overruled 
by Judge Grosscup. The indictment was 
read and Maney pleaded * not guilty by his 
attorney. Mr. Forrest stated that a plea of 
self-defense would be made, and on this line 
he questioned jurors as to their belief and un; 
derstanding of the law of self-defense. 

Mr. Forrest took more care in selecting 
jurymen than did Mr. Milchrist. He does 
not care to say much about his plan of de- 
fense, but it promises to be interesting, if not 
sensational. He may give an outline in the 
opening statement of the case this morning, 
-but the 1 are not expected until late 
this The defense was furnished with 
this list of witnesses for the prosecution:

Work of Getting a Jury. 

Rufus E.. Dade of Fulton was the first 
venireman called. He was opposed to capi- 
tal punishment and was excused. Ross Don- 
nell of Grand R.dge, a constable of La Salle 
County. previously a farmer. He had read 
of the cose, but had no o inion upon its 
merits. He was passed. „W. Davis of 
% Sampo, he hud formed an opinion as to 
Lieut, Maney’s guilt at the time of the shoot- 
ing, but be.ieved he had abandoned it since. 
Vernon Ford, a retired farmer of McHenry 
County, said he wus well posted in the details 
af the shooting, but could render a verdict 
uninfluenced by his reading. A Marengo 
school teacher, Lester Barber, was passed, 
having said he woud render a_ verdict 
aguinst the defendant if convinced of 
his guilt. Louis Balgemann, a blacksmith of 
Elmhurst, believed he would make a fair 
juror, James A. Beck, from Gurnee, Lake 
County, knew nothing about the case but 
wanted to get away because of the iliness of 
his aged father. He was passed. Frank 
Bowen of Sheridan, La Salle County, seemed 
to possess the qualifications of a good juror. 
Nathan Case, who had lived at Turner for 
twenty years, was passed. Louis Conant, a 
farmer of Plainfield. v was passed, as was also 
Robert R. Eiliott of Princeton and Henry 
Truman, a farmer of Greenwood, Attorney 
Milchrist having passed the twelve men Ve- 
nireman Dade was excused because of his ob- 
jections to the infliction of capital punish- 
ment. In his place Peter Hartweil,No. 49 See- 
ley avenue, was sworn. He had been a fore- 
man ina railroad department. He declared 
he had read nothing about the case, and 
thought he would make a good juror. 


Forrest Cross-Examines. 


Attorney Milchrist accepted the twelve 
men, Attorney Forrest commenced to cross- 
examine the veniremen. He informed Mr. 
Hartwell that the plea of his client would be 
self-defense, and asked him if he objected to 
the enforcement of the law of self-defense. 
The venireman replied in the negative and 
was passed. Venireman Elliott said he had 
never read a word about the case. Mr. Davis 
and Mr. Balgemann were excused. Mr. Forrest 
asked each juror if he was a member of 
any church, and if the 
answered in the affirmative 
inquired what church. The answers 
brought. out the fact that there 
was u strong sprinkling of Lutherans and 
Baptists in the venire. It soon became ap- 
parent from the attorney’s examination that 
he did not want any members of the G. A. R. 
on the jury. Inafew moments Mr. Forrest 
had almost emptied the box and had expended

ten of his twenty peremptory challenges. - 


Most of the men challenged had served in the 
army, in the volunteer service. There is not 
the best of feeling between volunteers’ and 
regular army officers, and Hedberg, who was 
killed, entered the service during the rebell- 
ion as a volunteer, while Maney is not a 
veteran and beganas an officer in the regular 
service. 

Isaac B. Page, formerly Treasurer of Bu-

As soon as the jury was secured and sworn 
Judge Grosscup cautioned the twelve not to 
talk or read about the case. The jury was 
given into the custody of Deputy Marshal 
George Jones, and was taken to McCoy’s Ho. 
tel, where rooms had been engaged. Dstrict- 
Attorney Milchrist will make the opening ad- 
dress to the jury for the prosecution, and after 
that the taking of evidence will begin. 

The shooting of Capt. Hedberg by Lieut. 
Maney occurred Oct. 30 last at Fort Sheri- 
dan, It appeared to have been the outcome 
of a feud started at Fort Butord, N. D., many 
years ago. prosecution will claim delib- 
erate murder on the part of Maney. The 
defense will claim that Capt. Hedberg hai 
threatened his life and that Maaey believed 
him about to draw a revolver at the time 
Maney shot him.

The Rev. Robert Wilson Patterson, D. D., LL. 
D., who went home Feb, 28 last, was born Jan.

deed, the desire to enjoy his ministry was 
one of the chief motives which led to the 
organization of the church. It was his sole pas 
torate and continued until 1874, when he re- 
signed to accept the profes¢orship of Christian 
8 and Ethics in the Northwestern (now 
@ McCormick) Theological Seminary. Subse- 
quently he occupied a similar chair in Lane 
Seminary. While still in the pastorate he was 
largely instrumental in establishing Lake Forest 
University, of which he was the first President. 
For nearly fifty vears he was a voluminous writer 
for the press and an acknowledged ecclesiastical 
leader. In 1859 he was Moderator of the New 
School Assembly, in whose councils he was al- 
ways prominent, He bore an honorable part in 
determining the play of reunion. and also in pre- 
paring the revised k of Diseipline. Such, in 
outline, are the annals of a career which has 
been unique for our part of the country 
We have known him best as the 8 of 
our presbytery. With expert knowledge of Pres- 
byterian polity, with an experience which cov- 
ered nearly the entire history of Presbyterianism 
in Illinois, with his remarkable insight and pru- 
dence and his unfailing fairness in administra- 
tion, and with his scrupulous devotion to all 


ublic as well as private duties, it was inevita- 


le that he should be trusted one safely followed. 
Even during his last years his mind was fresh 
and alert, his interest in current events and dis- 
cussions unabated, and his industry unrelaxed. 
Never were his services more vained, nor his 
character more high ly esteemed. We take de- 
light in making filial acknowledgment of our in- 
debtedness to him as a Presbyterian and in bear- 

witness to his manifold usefulness. 

o was a good citizen. inheriting patriotism as 
a birth-right: Always interested in puplic af- 
fairs, yet never taking an extrame position, his 
convictions were at once positive and cautious on 
such great questions as slavery, the preservation 
of the Union, and the government of cities. He 
loved Chicago and toiled with unremitting en- 
deavors for its highest civic and moral welfare. 

As a pastor his career has been unsurpassed, if 
not peerless, in the Presbyterian history of the 
Northwest. Io the church which he served for 
thirty-two years we can everywhere see the last- 
ing impress of his influence. This is 
due, not only to the unusual length 
of his pastorate and to his touch upon the plastic 
and constructional stages of its growth, but also 
to his discriminating wisdom and to his strong 
character. It was his qualities largely that drew 
to that church a Class of capable minds, which 
have been controlling in its councils throughout 
its history and have given toit an unusual weight 
of influence in the city and surrounding country. 
His ministry molded not a few of the makers of 
Chicago. 

We have all admired him as a student and 
scholar. For almost three score years he 
searched the scriptures daily, His preaching 
was characteristically expository and practical. 
Combined with his love of music he had a large 
and accurate knowledge of hymnology. He was 
widely read in English theologicai literature. 
With a keen eye and a warm heart for the funda- 
mental truths of our evangelical faith, and with 
an evangelist's instinct for keeping them in the 
foreground, his whole mind and conscience were 
ever in favor of the utmost liberty as to all inci- 
dental and secondary matters of opinion. With 
such a mental constitution he was at once con- 
servative and progressive. He held fast to the 
logic of truths already ascertained, and loved 

old books as he loved old friends. But his spirit 
— also positive and creative. He was hospita- 
ble to new truths from whatever quarter they 
might come, therefore he was aiso at home 
among young men and new ideas. Such a man 
could not be violent and extreme. His foot- 
prints down the years and decades keepin the 
middle of the highway. Never, from the begin- 
ning to the end of his mature life, did he change 
his cardinal theological principles, In religion 
he was evangelical to the core. From first to 
last a Calvinist and a Presbyterian of moderate 
type, he wanted, within those lines, a broad aud 
comprehensive church, For such reasons he kept 
young in heart to the end, and he made it plain 
to his companions, whether old or young, that 
his open-minded, persevering steadiness was 
preferable to oscillating vehemence. 

But it was as a follower of the Lord Jesus 
Christ that we revered and loved him most. 
Marvelously clear in intellect, unpretending and 
cmon in manner, considerate in spirit, charita- 

le in judgment, with deep-running enthusiasms, 
and with noble, rather than superficial, emo- 
tions, he was a child in malice and a man in 
understanding. The achievements of our dear, 
venerabie friend were in no sense mysterious. 
They were the natural fruitage of his endow- 
ments, his education his faith, and his gracious 
fidelity, or, in a word, of his Christian char- 
acter. He was a capable Presbyter, a good min- 
ister, a useful citizen, a wise leader, a learned 
scholar, a most devoted, loving husband and 
father. and a trustworthy, great-hearted friend. 
because he was a gifted, manly, Christian 
gentleman. We loved him and we miss him. We 
cherish his memory as a rich and honorable 
legacy. We earnestly desire to be followers of 
him as he was of Christ. We pray that the Holy 
Spirit may give gratitude and consolation, faith, 
hope, and peace to his beloved wife and to his 
favored children.

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| POLICE IN THE DARK. 


MYSTERY OF WILEY TINDOLPH’S IN- 
JURIES NOT OLEARED UP. 


Several Theories Advanced, the Most Prob- 
able of Which Is That the Man Lost 
Consciousness While Ill and Was As- 
saulted by Thieves Who Were Search- 
ing His Pockets=He Is Too Weak to 
Tell Much, but Says He Last Remem- 
bers Being on Michigan Avenue. 

The circumstances surrounding the assauit 
on Wiley Tindolph in a subway at the Illinois 


Central Twelfth Street Station have not been. 


explained. Mr. Tindolph is at Mercy Hos- 
pital slowly recovering from the effects of the 
assault, but his doctors have issued imperative 
orders that no one shall talk to him until he 
is stronger. Meanwhile the police have been 
industriously searchmg for some clew to the 
person who committed the assault. Thus far 
they have been unable to do anything toward 
clearing up the affair. 

One hypothesis was followed energetically 
by the detectives yesterday, but it came to 
nothing. It was learned that Tindolph car- 
ried life insurance of $70,000 in the Equitable 
company. This suggested that some one in- 
terested in getting this money might hu ve had 
ahand in the assault. Nothing, however, 
could be found to bear out the theory. Even 
the insurance people laughed at the idea. 

What troubles the police more than any- 
thing else is where Tindolph was from the 
time he left his home at 11 o’clock until he 
was found on the subway stairs at 2:20. He 
left home to go to his office, No. 1501 Ma- 
sonic Temple. There is no evidence that he 
ever reached theré. His mail was found piled 
on his desk with no traces of having heen dis- 
turbed. Where was he during those three and 
a half hours and what was he doing? These 
are the questions the police are trying to 
solve, 

Last He Can Remember. ' 


Mr. Tindolph said yesterday that the last he 
could remember he was standing in front of 
the Art Institute on Michigan avenue, but 
how he came to be there he had not the slight- 
est idea. When he left his family he proposed 
to go to his office and return as quickly as 
possible. Had he not been anxious for 
some word concerning his brother, Capt, E. 
E. Tindolph, whois ill at Indianapolis, he 
would not have left home at all, as Mrs. Tin- 
— s brother was spending the day with 
them, 

The latest theory of the police is that he 
left home and was taken sick, causing bim for 
a time to lose his reason. In this condition 
he wandered around and got on the lilinois 
Central tracks. When he reached the station 
he went across the tracks to get out. Seeing 
the subway marked Exit” he started to go 
down. After going a few steps he sat down 
and perhaps lost consciousness. Some toughs 
along the Lake-Front notiemg his condition 
and thinking him drunk watched for an op- 
portunity to go through” him. After he 
sat down they began operations and when 
they had rifled his trousers pockets he began 
to regain his senses. Fearing he would cry 
out and attract attention they hit him a blow 
with the @upling pin and ran away. There 
we several things which lend color to such a 

eory. 

Tindolph entered the subway from the 
tracks. Lewis Sprague, the guard at 
the west end of the subway, was 
on duty at the time. He says 
ten minutes before Tindolph was found forty 
passengers on the New York express left the 
station by way of that subway. Certainly he 
was not there at that time. rom then until 
he was found no one entered or left the sub- 
way by the steps on which helay. A man 
using these steps, standing erect, must either 
have his head visible above the upper level or 
his feet in view of Guard Sprague. 


« Not Hit While Standing. 


Then, too, the only blood found was on the 
steps near Mr, Tindolph’s head and spattered 
upon the wall tiling for two feet above it. 
Had he been hit while standing the wall could 
not have »een spattered as it was, say the 
police. The blow hit him on the top of the 
head, yet his hat was notinany wise dam- 
aged. Had it fallen off in a struggle in nine 
cases out of ten it would have rolled down the. 
stairs. Had there been a struggle he would 
have cried for help and Sprague would have 
heard him. But he did not cry out and his 
hat did not roll down the stairs. The theory 
4 that it dropped from his head as he lay 

own. 

Inspector Shea favors the theory that M 
Tindolph fell down the stairs and in falling 
fractured his skull. The doctors at the hos- 
pital say that while this is possible it is not 

robable. In their opinion he was assaulted. 

f Inspector Shea’s theory is true how came 
the man’s trousers pockets turned inside out? 
How came the bloody coupling pin with hair 
sticking to it lying on the stairs? 

Mr. Tindolph's wife and son were with him 
at the hospital all day. In their anxiety re- 
garding his chance for recovery they have 
spent little time in trying to solve how the 
affair happened. They say they will wait un- 
til he is stronger and then see what he can 
tell about it. 

Dr. Owens trepanned the fractured bone 
and thinks the inan is in a fair way to recover. 
When he recovered consciousness at the hos- 
pital he was greatly disturbed at finding him- 
self in bed in a strange place. It was then that 
he said being in front of the Art Institute was 
the last he could remember. Before he could 
say more the doctor stopped him and ordered 
those near him not to talk to him. doc- 
tor thinks he will be strong enough today to 
make a statement. 


REIDY’S CHARGES AGAINST MATTHEL 


Says He Paid Him $200 to Get a Patient 
Into the County Hospital. 

John Reidy, No. 1165 Fillmore street, ap- 
peared before President Struckman and 
Commissioner Edmanson of the County 
Board and claimed that he had paid $200 for 
the admission of his father-in-law, Lorenz F. 
Ryder, into the County Hospital. Reidy 
stated that William Matthei,a liquor dealer 


at No. 5 Gurley street, had charged him that 


amount on the pretense that it was necessary 
to pay President Struckman of the County 
Board to secure his influence toward getting 
Ryder into the hospital. Reidy says Ryder is 
a sufferer from an incurable disease that 
for this reason he could not be admitted at 
the County Hospital. But Matthei for $200 
secured Ryder's admission March 31. Four 
days later the doctors pronounced the case in- 
curable, and Ryder was sentto the Dunning 
Infirmary. His relatives learned of the 
change only a day or two ago, and at once 
went to see President Struckman. He was 
dumfounded and so was Commissioner Ed- 
manson. The latter reported the matter to 
the County Board and it was referred to the 
Hospital committee for investigation. Pres- 
ident Struckman says he will place the matter 
in the hands of the State’s-Attorney, and, if 
the allegations are true, try to have Matthei 
indicted for obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses.
